It was thought, they queſtion'd their own 
skill to draw up a Warrant, which would be 
ſufficient to hold him; and that it was after- 
ward drawn up by the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Vaucnan. They diſmiſſed him however at 
that time, upon his promiſe to come to 
them within two or three Days, and then 
gave the Warrant to a Conſtable, and com- 
mitted him to the Gatehouſe ; only allowing 
him a Day's reſpite, till his Room could be 
got ready. This Impriſonment, by the kind 
Providence of GOD, was more favourable 
and commodious than could have been 
thought, or than his Enemies deſigned, or 
than he expected. The Keeper of the Pri- 
ſon at that time was the Lady BrRouGn- 
TON, Who was noted for her ſtrictneſs and 
ſeverity in her Office, tho ſhe carried it

dren, and ſome few Friends, to the number 
of twelve or fifteen, were admitted to hear 
him preach.

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The Doctor ſmiling, told her, that he being | 
a Priſoner himſelf, could not think it pro- 
per to be the Keeper or Jailor to others. 
However, no Perſon had the opening and | 
ſhutting of the Door of the Houſe, where 
he was, but his own Servant; ſo that he 
might have gone out of Priſon when he 
pleaſed, for any reſtraint he was under. When 
the Town was pretty empty, he yentured, 
-once with his Keeper, and once withour, 
to viſit his worthy Friend Mr. GunsToN 
of Newington, who was agreeably ſurprized 
to ſee him, as he had a very high and hearty 


reſpect for him. Thus like JOSEPH, He 
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found favour in the ſight of the Keeper 0 
the Priſon; and the Keeper of the Pri ſon 
would have committed to his Hands, all the II 
Priſoners who were in the Priſon. This, II 
it muſt be owned, was a milder Confine-#i1 
ment, and gentler Utage, than many others | 
met with in thoſe Days, who lay under long

and cloſe Confinements, and ſuffered: Confil- 
cation of Goods, and Baniſhment, and Death. 
This Proteſtant Perſecution fell ſhort in- 
deed of - Dragooning, and Dungeons, and 
Gallies, in France; and of the Racks and 
Tortures of the Inquifition in Spain: but

ing, and had a fine Collection of Books, 


which fold for a conſiderable Sum after his 


Death; 
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Death; among which was the noble Paris 
Edition of the Councils, in thirty Volumes 
in Folio, which the Bookſeller offered him 
for ſixty Pounds, or his Sermons on the 
119th Pſalm. He began to tranſcribe them 
fair, but finding it too great an Interruption 
in the frequent Returns of his ſtated Work, 
he choſe rather to pay him in Mony. His 
great Delight was in his Study, and he was 
ſcarce ever ſeen without a Book in his Hand. 
if he was not engaged in Company. He had 
diligently read the Fathers, and the principal 
Schoolmen; which was a faſhionable piece 
of Learning in thoſe times. And tho he 
greatly preferred the Plainneſs and Simplicity 
of the former, to the Art and Subtilty of the 
latter; yet he thought, That we were more 
properly the Fathers, who ſtood on their 
Shoulders, and have the Advantage of ſeeing 
farther, in ſeveral Reſpects, than they did 
Perhaps ſcarce any Man of the Age had morg 
diligently ſtudy'd the Scripture, or was 4 
ome Maſter of it. He had digeſted the 


deſt Criticks and Commentators, and made 4 
vaſt Collection of judicious Obſervations aff 
his own; which appears in the pertinenf 
and furprizing Uſe of the Scripture upon alff 
Occaſions, and the excellent Gloſſes which 
are every where to be found in his Writings 
As he had a great Reverence for the Scriptur 


himſelf, ſo he was obfſery'd to ſhew a gre 
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% Memoirs of the Life of 
Zeal againſt ufing Scripture Phraſes lightly, 
in common Converſation, or without a due. 
regard to the Senſe and Meaning of them; 
Jas a Profanation of the Scripture and a great 
EDiſhonour to GOD. Dr. Bates uſed to 
Say, That he had heard the greateſt Men of 
thoſe Times {ſometimes preach a mean Ser- 
mon, but never heard Dr. MaN TON do 
upon any occaſion. This will appear the leſs 
furprizing, if we conſider the great Care he 
took about them; he generally writ the 
Heads and principal Branches firſt, and often 
Ewrit them over twice aſterwards; ſome 
Copies of which are now in Being. When 
his Sermon did not pleaſe him, nor the mat- 
rer open kindly, he would lay it aſide for 
What time, tho it were Saturday- night; and 
ſit up all night to prepare a Sermon upon 
Wan caſier Subject, and more to his Satisfac- 
Sion. If a good Thought came into his 
Mind in the Night, he would light his Candle, 
nd put on his Gown, and write ſometimes 
For an Hour together at a Table by his Bed- 
Wide, tho the Weather was ever ſo cold. He 
was well read in all the antient and modern 
WHiſtory, which he made his Diverſion. and 
In which he took a particular Pleaſure. This, 
y the Advantage of an excellent Judgment 
And ſtrong Memory, made his Converſation 
very inſtructing and entertaining, and recom- 
mended him particularly to young Gentle- 
men 
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men who uſed to viſit him after their Tra- 

vels: He would diſcourſe with them as if he 
had been with them upon the ſpot, and bring 
things to their Remembrance which they had 
forgot; and ſometimes, to their great ſurprize, 
ſhow a greater Acquaintance with things a+ 
broad, attained: by reading, than they had 
by all the labour and expence of Travel: 

— The celebrated Mr. EDM. WALLER, 
who. firſt refined the Eng/iſh Poetry, and 
brought it to the eaſe and correctneſs in 
which it now appears; uſed: to {ay of him, 
upon this account, that he never diſ- 
« courſed with ſuch a Man as Dr. Ma N- 
*< TON, in all his Life:” By this means he 
became a great Judge of Men and Things; 
and was often reſorted to by Perſons of the 
greateſt Note and Figure in the World. He 
took his Degree of Batchelor of Arts in 
the year 1639, and was created Batchelor | 
of Divinity in 1654; and by virtue of his 
Majelty's Letters was created Doctor of 
Divinity, at the fame time with Dr. Bates, | 
and ſeveral of the Royaliſts in 1660 *. It 
was pleafantly ſaid upon this latter occaſion, | 
that none could fay of him that creatio fir | 
ex milo, having both Learning and a Degree 
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HE was a ſtrict obſerver of Family Re- 
 ligion: His method was this: He began

| then read a Chapter; his Children and Ser- 


vants were obliged to remember ſome part

Notwith- 
ſtanding the Labours of the Lord's-day, he 
never omitted, after an Hour's reſpit, to re- 
U 2 the Heads of both his Sermons to his 
Family, uſually walking, and then con- 
W cluded the Day with Prayer and ſinging a 
Palm His great 71 — with the 
Scriptures, and deep ſeriouſneſs of Mind,

his Sermon. He was noted for a lively 
and affectionate manner of adminiſtring the 
Lorcd's- Supper. He conſecrated the Ele- 
ments of Bread and Wine apart; and whilſt 
they were delivering, he was always full 
of heavenly Diſcourſe. He would oſte

and ſlight their baptiſmal Covenant, and 
how terrible a Witneſs it would be againſt 
them at the Day of Judgment.

MONDAY was his chief Day of reſt, 
in which he uſed to attend his Viſitors. On 
his Wedneſday Lecture ſeveral Perſons of | 
conſiderable Quality and Diſtinction, who | 
went to the eſtabliſh'd Church on the Lord's- | 
day, would come to hear him. One ob- | 
ſerving to him, that there were many |

Wi ers, who were many of them, at that time, 
in ſtrait Circumſtances; as well as the poor 
of the Congregation. Tho he was a Man of 
great Gravity, and of a regular unaffected 
Piety: yet he was extremely chearful and 
W pleaſant among his Friends, and upon every 
proper occaſion. His Religion fat eaſy and 
well became him; and appeared amiable 
"| loyely to others. He greatly diſliked 
che forbidding Rigours of ſome good People, 


and uſed to fay, he had found it by long Ob- 
ſervation, that they who would be over- 
godly at one time, would be ander- goaly at 
another. 


Account of his Perſon and Character: He 
was of a middle Stature, and of a fair and 
W freſh Complexion, with a great mixture of 
W Majeſty, and Sweetneſs in his Countenance. 
Ia his younger Years he was very fender | 
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97 when he had little in his own. This 
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and the rapturous Pretenſions of others; 
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but grew corpulent in his advanced Age; 
not by idleneſs or exceſs f, for he was re- 


markably temperate and unweariedly dili-- 
gent; he had naturally a little Appetite, 


and generally declined all manner of Feaſts ; 
but by a ſedentary Life, and the long Con- 
finement of the five Mile Act, which he 
uſed to complain, firſt broke his Conſtitu- 
tion. In ſhort, perhaps few Men of the 


Age in which he lived, had more , Virtues, 


and fewer Failings; or were more remark- 
able for general Knowledge, fearleſs Inte- 
grity, great Candour and Wiſdom, ſound 
Judgment, and natural Eloquence, copious 
Invention, and incredible Induſtry, Zeal for 
the Glory of GOD, and good Will to 
Men; for Acceptance and Uſefulneſs in the 
World, and a clear and unſpotted Reputa- 
tion, thro a Courſe of many Years, among 
all Parties of Men,
